Casualties 


Smallpox 
Occur Almost Entirely 
Among Victims Who 
Haven't Been Vaccinated 


MALLPOX is another one of 
the acute infectious diseases, 
which could be almost entircly 
eliminated if people would avail 
themselves of the known meth- 
oas of pre- 
vention. But, 
we always 
have certain 
individuals 
among us 
who obiect 
to doing the 
things that 
¢ommon 
sense and ex- 
perience tells 
us is right. 


Ever since 

1798 when 

Jenner, an 

DR. CHRISMAN English phy- 
sician dis- 

covered that the introduction of 
cowpox into the blood stream 
would prevent smallpox, the 


proof has been abundant. A suc- 
cessful vaccination against small- 
pox will effectually prevent that 
person from contracting a penu- 
ine ease of smallpox. 

They may develop varioloaid, 
which seems to be about a third 
cousin to smallpox. This is a very 
mild affair and engenders few. if 
any, of the serious aspects of the 
pavent disease. 

Smallpox is one of the oldest 
of Known discases, having been 
present in China many centuries 
before the Christian cra. 

It was first introduced into 
America ip 1520 when a Nepzro 
slave suffering from the discase 
entered Mexico with Cortez. The 
epidemic then started, killed 
3,500,000 people und wiped ont 
entire tribes of Indians. It seems 
to be especially serious among 
the Indians and Negoes. 

LMOST every person, not vac- 

cinated, is susceptible to the 
disease, and though many cases 
are not severe yet at any time 
dangerous conditions may de- 
velop. In # recent epidemic in 
Deiroit ten per cent of the cases 
almost entirely among those who 
proved fatal and the victims were 
iad never been vaccinated. In 
the Philadelphia Municipal Hos- 
pital, forty-two per cent died. 

Vaccination does not give ab- 
solute security, but neither does 
small pox. I knew a prominent 
man in my city who suffered five 
distinct severe attacks of small- 
pox. His face and body were lit- 
erally covered with scars 

Patients frequently ask, “How 
Jong will vaccination last?” I do 
not know, usually five to seven 


_ years, In my own individual case 


it lasted forty-one years and 
then I had only a very slight re- 
action to th2 vaccination. 

Others say, ‘Isn't vaccination 
dangerous?” There is danger in 
almost anything we do. In my 
fcrty years, seeing hundreds of 
persons with active vaccination, 
J have never known a case with 
any really serious results. Some 
arms or legs become very sore, 
since the vaccine pustule is an 
open wound. 

Bacteria can enter and cause 
trouble just as in any other 
scratch or cut on the hands or 
arms, but we do not keep our 
children in a elass case tor fear 
they will receive a scratch. Un- 
Covbtedly severe infections have 
occurred and very rarely some 
have developed inflammation of 
the membranes of the brain and 
spinal cord. These are rare con- 
ditions and are probably no worse 
than an attack of smallpox 
would be. 


* * * 


ATELY a vaccine has been 
prepared from serum of a 
chicken instead of the cow. ‘There 
are indications that this. will 
eliminate these dangers. Careful 
observation to see that the child 


is in fair physical condition and 
that perfect cleanliness is ob- 
served in performing the vaccin- 
ation, and preventing the intro- 
duction of dirt when the arm 
becomes sore, wil render the 
procedure safe in ninety - nine 
per cent of the cases. 

Many years ago, before our 
knowledge of bacterial infection 
and blood condition were so well 
known, it was not uncommon for 
a physician or. the family to vac- 
cinate one person with the scab 
from, another person. This was 
dangerous because other diseases 
could be carried in this manner. 

Now, all vaccine is prepared 
and administered under the 
strictest antiseptic precautions, 
the same as for a major abdom- 
ine] operation. It- is placed in a 
sterile sealed tube, and the needle 
used’in denuding the surface is 
treated the same way. It is never 
tougshed from the time it is pre- 
pared’ in the laboratory until 
used, Jor vaccination. 

Ne@jonger are cuts or scratches 
mede.

your figure. 

Drinking 
the necessary 
eight or ten 
glasses of 
water a day 
for two days out of a month will 
not keep your system flushed 
clear of impurities and your skin 
smooth and lovely, You have to 
do it every single day, year in 
and year out. 

The same rule applies to your 
use of cosmetics. You cannot 
serub your skin conscientiously 
three times a weck and neglect 
it the other nights and still ex- 
pect the pores to remain fine 
and unclogged by stale cosmetics 
and waste matter thrown off by 
the skin, 

The skin must be scrubbed 
thoroughly with soap and water 
and a rough wash cloth, spohge 
or complexion brush, at least 
once a day, and oftener when the 
skin has been subjected to un- 
usual grime. Rinse with extra 
care to remove any soap that 
might otherwise dry and prove 
irritating. 

If there are little lines around 
your eyes and mouth. upply a 
good tissue cream, muscle oil or 
toilet lanoline and massage gent- 
ly every night before retiring. 
Remember that lines, dryness 
and roughness usually develop 
over a period of years and a few 
treatments will not remove them. 

For cases of sallowness and 
extreme sallowness, stimulation 
is essential. But ore mask or 
one application of rejuvenating 
or circulating cream will not 
clear up a muddy complexion. 
You will have to plan a definite 
time once or twice a week when 
you will use the mask or other 
stimulating preparation and see 
that you do not skip a single 
time. Keep this up for two or 
three months and you will see a 
miraculous improvement in your 
skin, after which you can allow 
more time to elapse between 
treatments, but they must still be 
used at regular intervals. 

Sit down with a pencil and pa- 
per and plan your beauty pro- 
gram and you will find it easier 
to be firm about treatments. If 
you look at your written plan 
and see the notation, ‘Thursday, 
shampoo,” there is less tempta- 
tion to put it off .until a more 
convenient time.

Major General Adolphus W:: Greely: at Age of 


Ninety-one, Finally Recei 


ves a Hero’s Recognition 


HE world seems to be decided- 
ly inconsistent in srewarding 
its heroes. Sometimes they win 
‘ immediate recognition and the 


laurels that go with it, sometimes 
their ceeds go entirely unnoticed, 
and once in a while a hero finally 
receives his honors years after he 
became entitled to them. In the 
latter category is Major General 
Adolphus W. Greely, who in 1884 
proved himself the greatest of 
Arctic explorers. Fifty-one vears 
after his.feat, and at the age of 
ninety-one himself, the House of 
Representatives has finally voted 
him the Congressional Medal! of 
Honor. 

Greely set out in 1880 with a 
party of twenty-four for the 
farthest north. The little band 
struggled on and on against ever- 
increasing odds. The cold, lack of 
provisions, inferior dogs, and 
equipment that would be consid- 
erec pathetic by explorers today 
all played a part in the success- 
ful, yet tragic. expedition. After 
four years of struggle Greely 


finally emerged from the Arctic- 
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fastnesses with seven of his party 
to reveal that they had taken 
away the farthest-north record 
from England, who had heid it 
for tlree hundred years. 

Every government in the world 
except his own recognized this 
heroic exploration and showered 
hin: with honors. But, as ‘the old 
quotation. goes: ‘A prophet is not 
without honor, cxcept in bis own 
country.” Greely received here 
nothing but a demotion in rank 
and 4 silver service sent by an 
unknown admirer. Newspapers 
and lecture bureaus besieged him 
with commercial offers, however, 
but he refused all financial re- 
turn, declaring he made the trip 
tor scientific progress and did not 
interd to exploit such a serious 
undertaking. 

He plugged along patierftly in 
the Army and in time became 
Chiet Sig1-al Officer. He now lives 
modestly on retired pay ip a 
quaint old ‘Washington house 
admits cheerfully he is an old- 
fashioned man. and clues stub- 
bornly to his ideas of intcgrity 
und good taste.

HERE is not an ounce of pity 

in Pauline’s make-up. This 
youngster of fdur-and-a-half 
bites, scratches or pinches other 
children to get them to play her 
way. And then she laughs at 
them when they cry or nurse 
their bruises. “She has a spite- 
ful temper,” say some, Others 
say, “The child is cruel.” And 
meanwhile no one likes her. 

The mother has assumed a 
severe attitude toward the child. 
She does not want Pauline to 
think she can get away with 
such conduct. And if, as a result 
of this treatment, Pauline is de- 
veloping a kindly disposition to- 
ward other children, no one has 
noticed it. 

Any young child is capable of 
cruelty. That more children do 
not reveal pitiless traits merely 
may mean that their environ- 
ment is free from influences 
which may 
cause them 
to feel .jeal- 
ousy or re- 
sentment to- 
ward some 


member of 
the family. 
The jealous 


child, or the 
child with 
some other 
grievance, 
often resorts 
to acts of 
meanness, 
Usually h 
takes his re 
venge on some innocent, weake 
victim not in the family, chancing 
it here because he could not get 
away with it at home. 

We all know that young chil- 
dren are selfish. But not all of 
us know that they also are un- 
sympathetic and unsentimental 
until by education we help them 
acquife attitudes of pity and 
consideration. Severe treatment 
as a matter of policy, because a 
child is cruel, is the wrong treat- 
ment. How can it engender a 
kindly spirit? Children copy our 
attitudes. If, we are harsh to- 
ward them, they will be harsh 
toward others. It is the only 
way they can retaliate. 

Whether a child seems to en- 
joy inflicting pain or whether he 
just shows a lack of pity when 
another is in pain, punish him 
by keeping him in a room by 
himself. Isolation is the logical 
cure for such anti-social be- 
havior. It gives the culprit a 
chance to think it over.
